Pepartinent of Agriculture. which 
are exceedingly encouraging be 
‘cause of tthe thigh marks given it 
each department. 

The total maximum points which 
can be given to any exhibition are 
100, ‘The units are ten for cach 
department except for support by 
exhibitors and management of 
air which is fifkeen each. ‘Nhe 
horse judges gave full marks of 
10; cattle 10; swine and sheep 6: 
domestic products and ladies work 
10; support of exhibitors 13. 

The management of the Fair 
comes in for the highest points re- 
weiving the fullgtotal of 15 which 
should ‘be encouraging to the 
gentlemen who so successfully con- 
ducted the Exhibition this year. 
Other deparments received fairly 
good marks excepting grounds and 
equipment which received” about 
the lowest. The total points given 
for the Fair was 86, which should 
be considered pretty good. 

There are two criticisms given 
by the judges for the welfare of 
the exhibition which should — tx 
noted. One is that accomodation 
for stock was vefy poor, and the 
other that greater  promptres:

genuity and the expendf- 
ture of much money can carry 
them, they are called “finished,” m7 
and that is the term Canadian Pacific officials are 
applying to the company’s lines between Montreal 
and Toronto and to many other stretches of Cana- 
Gian Pacific track in various parts of Canada. 

It is rock-ballasting that is the final touch in 
modern railroad track construction, and in rock-bal- 
lasting this particular stretch of main line three to 
four hundred men have been engaged for the past 
four years. The Montreal-Toronto line is an impor- 
tant one. The traffic rolling over it grows heavier 
year by year, and when rock ballasting was firs 
contemplated the need for heavier steel was fore- 
seen. Thus, before anything else could be done, 


the existing rails had to be taken up and replaced | 


by those weighing one hundred pounds to the yard. 
Then, before the actua! rock-ballasting began, this 
three hundred odd miles of track had to be pro- 
vided with special draining facilities which called 
for many miles of tiling, after which the big job 
commenced. 

First of all, it was necessary to find the right kind of 
rock for the work. Any rock would not do, After many 
tests a quarry was found at Decks, Ontario, which 
yielded hard lime-stone or dolomite. and it took thirty- 


ing of the ballast 
was a big under- 
taking. The oid 
ballast had first 
to be removed. 
For that purpose 
sty a “spreader” went 
;; over it digging out 
the earth and gravel on 
either side of the track 
down to the level of the 

bottom of the ties. A gang 
of men followed to shovel out 
the gravel between the ties and 
then came car-loads of new stone ballast, already 
screened and grajed as to size, to be dumped in 
the corner of the track. The gang that followed 
raised the track four or five inch@s and tamped the 
stone solidly underneath every tie. That was the 
first lift and then followed other car loads of stone 
and another gang pave the track another lift and 
again tamped the stone underneath, so that every 


tie had a good eight inches of stone between it and . 


the clay bed of the track, More stone followed and 
then came the trimming and surfacing gang and the 


|job was finished. 


All the time this work was going on many passene 
gers and freight trains were passing over the liha 
every day. Their running was not interfered with 
in the slightest degree, a fact which greatly coms 
plicated the matter in hand, notwithstanding which 
it was finished to the entire satisfaction of the Come 
pany’s officers, which is to say that the construction 
now completed is typical of the most recent develop. 
ments in high grade passenger track constructions.
